Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to Amendment and Remarks filed 10/27/09. 
Claims 15-44 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 15-44 (renumbered 1-30) are allowed. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



4. Independent claim 1 is directed to an exposure analyzing apparatus. 



5. The closest prior art of record includes: 

a. Colica (2002/01888556) teaches a system and method for monitoring and 
analyzing exposure data. 

b. Von Kaenel (7107285) teaches a method, system and program for an 
improved enterprise spatial system. 

c. Ha (Ha, Michael, Cat Modeling, Forecasting Tools More Sophisticated, 
NATIONAL UNDERWRITER, Feb. 23, 2004 at 17) teaches new forecasting 
software products and modeling technology developments. 
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6. However, the closest prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest system 
and method to determine a concentration of exposure using a financial perspective to 
determine financial exposure for a potential exposure location based at least in part on 
the defined one or more of the plurality of parameters, the defined plurality of 
parameters including one or more of a financial obligation amount associated with the 
potential exposure location or an amount of assumed risk level associated with the 
potential exposure location wherein the financial perspective includes apportionment of 
liability of a total loss associated with the potential exposure location into a plurality of 
segments. 

7. Dependent claims 16-40 and 42-44 incorporate the allowable subject matter of 
the respective independent claims through dependency and are also allowable for the 
same reasons.
